The seventeenth ordinary annual meeting of 
this company was held at the Company’s offics s, 
2, Connaught Road, at 12.13 p.m. to-day, ‘There 
were present :—Hon. C. W. Dickson, (Chitis- 
man), Hon. Sir C, P, Chater, C a.G., Messrs. E 
Goetz, A. Haupt, E. A. Hewett, A. J. Raymond, 
H. Schubart, E. Shellim, N. A. Siebs, E. 9, 
Whealler, and AG, Wood (directors). R, j. 
Macgowan (acting secretary), R. C. Wilcox, F, 
D. Warretto, J. R. Michael, aad S. J, Michael.’ 

The notice convening the mecting having 
been read, 


The Chairman said:—Gentlemen. The 
report ou} accounts bave been in your bands 
for several divs and [ propose, with your 
permission, to take them as read. There was 
a satisfactory increase of business during the 
year, and a good demand existed for yndown 
accommodation, .We were able, with the 
large premises we have erected in recent years, 
to meet all the demands made upon us, with 
the result that we are able to come before you 
with the best bilance sheet the Company has 
ever shown ; while the policy we have pursued 
of keeping abreast, and perhaps even a litle 
alead, of the times in regard to first- clase 
godewns hay been proved to be a scund one, 
The Company's house property has also been 
well let during the vear. ‘The balance at credit 
of profitand loss account, including $14,481.69 
brought forward from 1992, is $375,665 41. It 
is proposed to write off wharves and other 
propetly $67,149.73. At first sight this may 
appear is Targe amount to devote to that 
purpose, but you will bear im mind that 
during the previous two years our earnings 
did not-. adnuit—of-—making- the — provision 
we should otherwise have done, and your 
directors have, for that reason, gecided to write 
offrather more freely than usual, Turning to 
the yorking account, it is sittistactory to note 
that while the gross revenue is $69,245.41 more 
than in 1902, the expenditure is nearly $10,0c0 
less. Last year [ refered to the fact that no 
case of plague had occurred in ihe quarters of 
aur Chinese employees, and [ am pleased to be 
able to still make the same statement, The 
somewhat heavy expense incured in sanitary 
reforms has been amply repaid by what we may 
regard as the result, Before moving the adup- 
tion of the report and accounts, | shall 
be pleased to answer any questions that share- 
holders may have to ask, 

Mr. J. R. Michael congratulated the directors 
and management upon the very splendid 
accounts presented to the shareholders, and 
also upon the great ecowormy which hal been 
effected in the working of the company, With 
tegard to the profits he noticed that $79,245.40 
had been made mote than was the case in 
tgo3, and in spite of the Chairman's speech, 
atthe last meetiay, which was rather pessi- 
mastic of there being very little prospect 
tor the ensuing year. Shareholders bad been 
receiving dividend» from 1898, 1899, 1G00, 
and (got at the rate of $5 a share, when 
the company's profits were less than in the 
past yeas In iyo2, as the profits were less, 
owing to bad times, the dividend was reduced 
ta Sy) per share, while, in tg93—he might 
call ita year of plenty because the profit made 
was really more (han what was expected—it was 
raised to $5 again. He maintained that share- 
holders looked forward to being treated accord: 
ing to the prosperity of the company. With 
regard to writing down, with which he was 
very much to favuur, thers being nv better 
principle than demy so to a fa and reasonable 


amount, he observed that, two years ago, their 


chawrman, who was then Mr, Bell-Irving, told 
them (hat their property was ina splendid con- 
dition, and tne wharves, railways, rolling stock, 
launches, lighters and machinery stood in 
the buoks at auction prices. That meant a great 
deal. Since then $54,444 had been written otf 
and transferred to depreciation account in 
fguz, and this year the writing down had ine 
creased to double, that amount, say. $102,t50. 
In view of what Mr. Bell-[rving told them the 
shareholders naturally thought the property 
very sound indeed especially as auction prices 
meant the lowest possible. Last year's wharves 
were written down 20,. Whatis the life of the 
wharf, he asked, to write off 20 ,, in one year, 
and when are shareholders going to yet the 
benefit of the prosperous years? Ue thought 
he might be told that shareholders would like 
very much to have a steady dividend, yet he 
maintained that such was nol the case because 
persons desirous of putting money into steady 
dividends could tnvest in debentures of the 
Company or in fixed deposits with i anks. In 
this tastance tf there was any prosperity share: 
holders wanted to participate in it, and if any 
adversity they went down witht, And, farther, 
Mr Bell-lrving, speaking two years ayo, re- 
garding the value of their assets, said they had 
magnificent property at Kowloon, comprising 
over 990,000 syuare feet of land, standing 
in’ the books, including buildings at 
unly $2.58 per square foot, the lund posses- 
sing unrivalled deep water fromage and 
covered with first-class buildings. It was im 
possible, he thought, to acqui.e such sites with 
buildings on them for less than $7 or $8 per 
square foot at the present time, If they based 
the dividend un the value, shareholders could 
hardly get 34%. Lo view of what he had said, 
he asked the directors to consider matters a 
lutle more from the sharcholders’ point of view, 
and try to improve their position according to 
the progress of the Company's prosperity. 

The Chairman pointed out that the facts 
mentioned by Mr, -Michael were before the 
directors when they decided to make the 
recommendations embodied in the repott.: 
Their aim was to maintain, as far as possible 
equality in dividends, and in carrying out 
that object they were last year: unable, as 
he had endeavoured ta explain, to write off gs 
siuch as. would bave been done had the ear}-;

The Chairman replied that the directors 
regarded the past year as an exceptional one, 
and rightly so; fur, looking back on the past, 
there was no guarantee of the continuance of 
the very satisfactory resuk of last year’s 
working.
